By the bursting of a boiler T hurs 
day afternoon, w hich furnished 
the 
pow er to drive a fodder cutting m a­ 
chine, H unter Connell, who lives about 
a m ile north of P leasan t H eights, nar 
rowly escaped death. 
Mr. Connell was at work w ith bis 
engine on the 
farm of his brother 
th ree m iles north of W ellsville. 
He 
had ju st filled the boiler w ith w ater 
when it blew up. 
He was throw n for­ 
cibly to th e ground, but not struck 
w ith any of the flying m etal. 
Only a sm all quantity of the scald 
ing w ater struck him. 
He w as quite 
severely scalded about the face and 
two ugly gashes w ere cu t on his head 
His m ost serious injury, how ever, is 
a bruise 
on the rig h t knee, which 
has tem porarily rendered the leg use 
less. 
No cause can be assigned for the 
b ursting of the boiler, only th a t it was 
considerably worn. 
It contained IOO 
poun is of steam when it let go. 
T he hot coals which were sent fly­ 
ing from the fire box caused two wag 
onloads of fodder, which were standing 
nearoy, to becom e ignited. The horses, 
w hich w ere hitched to the wagons, 
started to run off and the burning 
stalk s w ere scattered all over adjoin 
ins fields. The boiler and engine w ere 
totally w recked.

Scalded By Flying Water And Other­ 
wise Injured—-Two Teams 
Ran Off. 


By the bursting of a boiler Thurs­ 
day afternoon, which furnished 
the 
power to drive a fodder cutting ma­ 
chine, Hunter Connell, who lives about 
a mile north of Pleasant Heights, nar­ 
rowly escaped death. 
Mr. Connell was at work with bis 
engine on the farm of his brother, 
three miles north of Wellsville. 
He 
had just filled the boiler with water 
when It blew up. He was thrown for­ 
cibly to the ground, but not struck 
with any of the flying metal. 
Only a small quantity of the scald­ 
ing water struck him. 
He was quite 
severely scalded about the face and 
two ugly gashes were cut on his head. 
His most serious injury, however, Is 
a bruise on the right knee, which 
has temporarily rendered the leg use­ 
less. 
No cause can be assigned for the 
bursting of the boller, only that It was 
considerably worn. 
It contained IOO 
pounds of steam when It let go. 
The hot coals which were sent fly 
ing from the fire box caused two wag­ 
onloads of fodder, which were standing 
neamy, to become ignited. The horses, 
which were hitched to the wagons, 
started to run off and the burning 
stalks were scattered all over adjoin 
lug fields. The boiler and engine were 
totally wrecked.

NO CONFERENCE YET HELD 


By Committee Appointed 
to Confer 
With Sanitary Reduction Company, 
But No Trouble in Reaching Agree­ 
ment la Expected. 


At the next meeting of the 
city 
council it is almost a certainty that 
the committee appointed at the last 
meeting held by that body to confer 
with Manager Robert Bursner, of the 
Sanitary Reduction company, will sub­ 
mit a report that will warrant the 
eftriy starting of the 
local 
garbage 
plant 
Though tho committee has not as 
yet held a conference with Mr. Burs­ 
ner, tho chairman, Dr. R. J. Marshall, 
was Interviewed by him, and judging 
from the tenor of his remarks on the 
subject, it la almost a settled 
fact 
that there will be no difficulty exper­ 
ienced In roaching a satisfactory agree­ 
ment. 
Mr. Bursner has been absent from 
the city a few days, during which time 
he Inspected the garbage furnaces of 
several surrounding cities. It Is his 
intention to fit up the Sanitary 
Re­ 
duction company’s plant in the best 
possible shape and he feels certain 
that garbage can be cremated so as 
to cause no stench and thus obviate 
any possibility of complaints 
being 
flied with the health board. 
Many changes have already been 
made at the plant, and it is the in­ 
tention to install a smoke consumer 
and add other improvements. 
The 
fire places, which were considerably 
worn by reason of the intense heat 
which was used in the cremation of 
night soil, are being repaired and so 
changed around that It is the belief 
of the man in charge that the burn- 
’ ing of garbage will be an easy task. 
It is argued not only by the man­ 
agement of the furnace, but by other 
disinterested parties who have made 
frequent inspections, that It was the 
night soil that caused 
the 
trouble 
when the plant was formerly in opera­ 
tion. With nothing but garbage alone 
* they claim that the furnace is capa­ 
ble of doing its work as perfectly as 
any other ever built 
The fact that none of the members 
of council are in favor of expending 
any.of the city’s money at the pres­ 
ent time for another plant, makes it 
apparent that if the local furnace can 
{be made to r remate garbage in a sat­ 
isfactory manner that it will be given 
the opportunity of doing so. 
It is argued by many of those who 
have protested against the furnace 
that the board of health declared it a 
nuisance. 
This claim is offset, how­ 
ever, by those who* favor its resump­ 
tion by the explanation that at the 
time the health board declared the 
plant a nuisance it was burning—or 
rather trying to burn—the night soil 
of the city. They 
argue 
that 
the 
plant would not have been declared a 
nuisance if only garbage had been 
cremated, and on this basis the Sani­ 
ty Reduction company 
takes 
Its 
nd before council with the assur­ 
ance that it will run ! the chances of 
the threatened injunction suit. 
It is probable that Mr. Bursner will 
meet the committee either this even­ 
ing or Monday and offer his proposi­ 
tion to them.
